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Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed June 15, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Park et al patent fails to disclose three limitations; 

a) "said request message further indicating a certain set of desired Quality of Service 
parameters selected based on an expected use of said specific communication connection, to be 
associated with said requested specific communication connection," 

b) "allocating a channel coding and/or interleaving scheme for independent application to 
said specific communication connection based, at least in part, on said desired Quality of Service 
parameters;" 

c) "communicating said allocated channel coding and/or interleaving scheme to the base 
station and the mobile terminal for them to independently apply said first channel coding and/or 
interleaving scheme for use in said specific communication connection." 

Regarding the a) limitation, the Park et al clearly teaches that during a set up the message 
information representing QoS is exchanged between a base station and a mobile, indicating that a 
certain request message indicating a desired QoS is communicated. The QoS includes such as 
service type, indicating it is based on an expected use of the specific communication connection. 
Col. 4, lines 31-47. 

Regarding the b) limitation, the Park et al teaches encoding data by the fixed length frame 
whose length is determined in accordance with the service type, teaching "allocating a channel 
coding and/or interleaving scheme for independent application to said specific communication 
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connection based, at least in part, on said desired Quality of Service parameters." See col. 5, 
lines 3-22. 

Regarding the c) limitation, the Park et al teaches communicating to the base station and 
mobile station the allocated channel coding. See col. 5, lines 29-54 and col.9, line 62 - col. 10, 
line 12, describing the allocated channel coding is independently provided to the base station and 
the mobile station. 

As explained above, it is believed that the Park et al teaches all the claim limitations.
